Since coming to light in April, 
the scandal has forced the resigna- 
tions of Taiwan's top police offi- 
cer, Yen Shih-Hsi, from the 
National Police Administration 
and of Huang Ting-Tsan from the 
Taipei police headquarters. 

The 20 police officers charged 
with corruption Friday included 
Tseng Chi-Shui, former head of 
the Intemational Airport Police 
Bureau, and Ma Chen-Hua, for- 
mer chief of the special force re- 
sponsible for cracking down on 
illegal video game parlors. 

Another 94 people were ac- 
cused of offering bribes, gam- 
bling, forgery and violating ac- 
counting and company laws, 
prosecutor Ho kuang-Jen said. 

Ho sought a 15-year jail term 
and a two rnillion Taiwan dollar 
($72,272) fime for Tseng, who al- 
legedly received 9.8 million dol- 
lars in bribes over two years from

Iran delegate Hamid Baidi is 
said to have raised ‘*three con- 
cerns’” that must be addressed be- 
fore Iran would accept agreement, 
which reeds to be approved by 
consensus. 

The objections, according to the 
Financial Times Tuesday, are that 
the treaty does not include a wider 
cormumitment to total nuclear disar- 
mament and the so-called ‘‘na- 
tional technical means" for moni- 
toring that could be used as cover 
for spying. 

The third demand is that Israel's 
membership of the executive coun- 
cil should be as a Wester nation 
and not as part of thè Middle East 
group. 

Iran with several other ton- 
aligned countries have been seek- 
ing a commitment by the nuclear 
power states, Britain, France, Rus- 
sia, China and the U.S., to begin 
wider disarmament talks within a 
framework, which Baidi said 
should be referred to in the treaty. 

The 61-nation conference is ~- 
hoping to endorse the draft text on 
a comprehensive test ban this week 
so it can go to the UN General 
Assembly next month.

New Zealand's farmers are enı- 
couraged always to be sensitive to 
world markets.

Oliver had four previous felony 
convictions for rape, gun and drug 
possession, and threatening a wit- 
ness. He had spent seven years in 
prison. Prosecutors cited the 
threats Komar had received and the 
reasons she feared Oliver. At one 
point Duchntan responded by mini- 
mizing the severity of Komar’s lat- 
est injuries. “There is no actual 
physical injury, is there, other than 
some bruising?” he asked. 

Discussion arose of Oliver's 
calls to Komar from jail demanding 
she returm his pet dog. When prose- 
cutors attempted to steer the judge 
away from the dog and focus on 
Oliver's harassing calls, Duckman 
snapped, ‘He has been in jail long 
enough for a person who is charged 
with these crimes. I want to know 
about the dog." Concluded Duck- 
man: “The return of the dog to him 
will assure there is no further vio- 
lence in this case." He released 
Oliver fast January 24 and granted

Jt was rot Barkett's first Corniro- 
versial opinion. Prior to being 
nominated to the appeals court by 
President Clinton, Barkett served 
nine years on the Florida Supreme 
Court. One case there involved 
Timothy Hudson, who broke into a 
house, stabbed a woman to death 
and dumped her here body ir a 
drainage ditch. He was sentenced 
to death. On appeal, Barkett voted 
against the death penalty. She cited 
approvingly the trial judge's find- 
ing that Hudson “was apparently 
surprised by the victims during 
his burglarizing of the home” and 
thus “unable to conform his con- 
duct to the requirements of law.” 

In another dissent, Barkett ar- 
gued that a man injured by his 
General Motors pickup truck 
should be able to sue the 
automaker. The man had irmprop- 
erly jacked his track up and placed 
his head inside the wheel well, all 
the while ignoring a warning 
sticker. The district court dis- 
missed the case and was affirmed 
by a majority of Barketts’ 1 Ith Cir- 
cuit colleagues. But Barkett alone 
thought the case should go to trial. 
Her rationale? GM's warning label 
may have been inadequate because 
the man was illiterate. 

Like ali federal judge, Barkett 
has a lifetime appointment. Her 
rulings bind other judges in similar 
cases throughout her circuit, her 
circuit, which includes Florida, 
Georgia and Alabama.
